New York—Thirty thousand eves 
are focused upon a platform built at 
some elevation from the ground and 
supported by posts that are painted 
•white. 
A solitary man stands upon 
the floor of the structure. He strides 
back and forth and gesticulates vio­ 
lently. Sometimes he seems to appeal 
in supplication. 
At others his ges­ 
tures are those of determined com­ 
mand. His lips are seen to move, but 
the sounds of his voice are drowned 
in the din of the throng. 
Below him is a field of high-spirited, 
sensitive, nervous and fractious thor­ 
oughbred horses. 
Mounted on them 
are mere wisps of boys, who jerk en­ 
ergetically at the bridle reins, kick 
with their heels and 
express 
their 
thoughts vehemently into the ears of 
the animals they are riding. 
With a snap and a strumming sound, 
like the vibration of a string of a 
double bass, the barrier is suddenly 
released by the man on the platform, 
and a dozen eager colts plant their 
hoofs firmly into the soft soil of the 
track, scrambling with the instinct of 
their natures, which education long 
and patient has developed, to reach 
a place in front, while the monkevlike 
boys on their backs, their sharp faces 
pushed forward eagerly into the wind, 
peer on both sides of them to discern 
an opening where they may get through 
and improve their chances to finish 
first in the race. 
Thirty thousand eyes, scanning in­ 
tently the turn of the track, follow 
closely the running of the field, and 
15.000 voices begin 
to 
croak, 
and 
acream, and babble. 
Some are 
the 
hysterical notes of a nervous woman 
who has wagered half her week’s pin 
money upon the race. 
Some are the 
guttural roars of the “touts,” the stable 
followers and the hoarse criers of 
wares and edibles. 
Some are 
the 
cackle of 
superheated 
storekeepers 
and possibly their clerks. 


Cry for the Favorite. 
Through it all, and above it all, is 
the note of personality, the cry for the 
popular jockey of the day. 
It is a 
-queer phenomenon of a mighty sport. 
-It is the slogan of the American for 
the individual who does things. 
The 
horses are racing. The horses are the 
motive for the struggle, the backbone 
of a pastime that was inaugurated cen­ 
turies ago, but the majority of the 
vast mass congested within iron rail­ 
ings are shouting for the jockey. 
Afar down the course at the field 
stand one 
hears 
“Come 
on, 
you 
Miller!" The exhortation increases in 
volume, and all the field stand appears 
to be shouting, “Come on, you Miller!” 
The thousands upon the lawn take up 
the refrain, the bookmakers and their 
clerks join in, if a Miller victory means 
a victory for them, and at last there is 
a Niagaralike 
thunder 
of 
appeal, 
•‘Come on, you Miller!” 
an 
anxious 
moment or two, then a wild screech of 
triumph, and 
the 
“Millerit.es” 
rush 
away to obtain their gains, if Miller 
happens to have won. 
There is barely a day that it is pos­ 
sible to miss this queer chain of inci­ 
dent at the race course, for the race­ 
goers rush with enthusiastic favor to 
the support of some jockey who, by 
bls skill and his knowledge of men 
and animals, beats his fellow jockeys 
in the daily tumult of track sport. 


Nam e* Live Long in Memory. 
Time passes and boys grow old and 
“heavy. 
The idol of the present day 
will be only the memory of the past. 
Yet the names of the great riders live 
with racegoers even longer than the 
names of statesmen who were contem- 
fjoraneous with them. 
The senator 
from New York of a decade ago may 
be forgotten by another decade, but 
the name of Tod Sloan will live for 
a century, and maybe longer. 
The 
riding of Garrison served to enrich 
the phraseology of the English lan-

,e now to more things than

J i l t e r Miller, the lead- 
States at the 


present time, will be a memory of rac­ 
ing and the theme of discussion among 
small boys when New York has ex­ 
panded so that Belmont 
park 
shall 
scarcely be a suburb. 
For it was Miller, the “boy with the 
flying start,” who rode more than 
387 winners in 1896 and broke 
all 
records that had been heard of in 
this country or any other. It is a mar­ 
velous thing, so racing men think, to 
be able to bring various horses first 
to the wire more than 300 times in a 
season of summer and winter sport. 
Considering the different dispositions 
of all the horses that the jockey must 
ride, their moods, their likes and dis­ 
likes—for thoroughbreds are quite as 
notional as petted belles of fashion— 
it is no child’s play for an 18-year-old 
boy to beat his rivals so successfully. 
Not old enough to vote, but with 
the shrewdness of a man of years, it 
Is estimated that Miller will earn by 
his riding this year $60,000, and jock­ 
eys are not paid so handsomely as 
they were five or six years ago. 


Services in Great Demand. 
From whom does he receive It? 
The Newcastle stable, for which Thom­ 
as Welch is the trainer, has the first 
call on his services. That is. he must 
ride for the Newcastle stable if it has 
entered a horse for a certain 
race. 
James R. Keene has second call for his 
services. 
He is the jockey for the 
Keene stable, therefore, whenever Mr. 
Keene is racing a horse in some con­ 
test in which the Newcastle stable 
is not competing. 
If neither of the 
stables has a ifbrse for a race and an­ 
other owmer desires to 
secure 
the 
services of Miller 
he may 
do so. 
Hence it is possible that the youth 
may ride in every race in each after­ 
noon of sport 
at the 
metropolitan 
tricks. 
When the season is finished 
in and about New York he may en­ 
gage himself to ride in California or in 
the south, wherever he chooses to lo­ 
cate, so that he is confident of engage­ 
ments the year around if he cares to 
pursue his vocation without rest. 
Walter Miller was born in Brooklyn, 
of German-Hebrew parentage. 
It bas 
been asserted that he is a Russian He­ 
brew. 
His mother, a small, delicately 
featured woman, 
snapping black 
eyes and a musical voice, resents this 
“My boy,” said she, “is 
of German 
blood. 
We came from 
Baden, 
Ger­ 
many. 
He came by his love of the 
horse naturally, for all my family are 
devotedly fond of horses. 
I had A 
brother, a daring man, who was expert 
with horses, could handle them in all 
their moods and train them perfectly. 
I. too, am fond of horses. There is no 
surprise to me that Walter knows 
them so well. 
His father,” she con­ 
tinued, “is not so much of a horseman, 
but he is proud of Walter’s success. 
He likes to see his boy do so well.” 


Physical Characteristics. 
Miller is a small, well knit, delicate 
boned boy, who at first gives the im­ 
pression of 
being 
undersized. 
A 
closer inspection of his physique in­ 
clines one to correct the idea. 
Look­ 
ing him over carefully from head to 
heels, he seems to be compactly built 
for his age, and his flesh is distrib­ 
uted evenly over the framework of 
bones. 
His racial characteristics are 
delineated in his facial features. 
His height and weight and moderate 
manner of walk give the impression 
of delicacy, but there is none of it in 
his grasp nor in the steel-like hardness 
of his biceps. His hands are wonder­ 
fully strong and feel sensitive and full 
of vitality to the touch. 
Perhaps his 
hands are the most wonderful part of 
him physically. 
If nature had Intend­ 
ed to create a Jockey to order it would 
have been hard to equip one with a 
pair of hands that seem so alive as 
those of this youngster. Possibly It is 
through his hands that he gets in such 
close touch with his mounts. 
His frame is small and that of a 
youth, but his face is that of a man 
of the thirties in some of Its moods. 
His eyes show daring and the power 
of calculation, while the corners of his 
mouth close with the spirit of deter­ 
mination. 
He is a money maker. He went into 
the business of riding race horses for 
a living because he wanted to acquire 
a fortune. He is rapidly building one 
up. 
He presented his mother with a 
beautiful home in the Flatfish sec­ 
tion bf Brooklyn. It is in Westminster 
road, and cost $10,000. It is handsome­ 
ly furnished 
and 
splendidly 
main­ 
tained. 


Takes Care of His Money. 
He began with the first money he re­ 
ceived to take his money to his moth­ 
er. 
He is not a spendthrift, and he 
cares little for the ltwuries of society. 
His mother took his earnings and in­ 
vested them. They were Invested so 
well that she is proud of her work 
and admits that his income has been 
considerably increased by her pru­ 
dence and foresight 
Of late Miller 


has advised with her as to the placing 
of some of his earnings, and she is as 
happy as the boy that he has shown 
good judgment and business intelli­ 
gence in suggesting 
where 
certain 
sums could be invested to good advan­ 
tage. 
There is little reason to doubt 
that his ambition to acquire a for­ 
tune by his efforts in the saddle will 
be reaKsed and realized handsomely. 
Scores of boys try every year to be­ 
come successful jockeys. 
Most 
of 
them fall. Why is It. then. that Miller 
is a success? Is it because of his seat 
in the saddle, his short stirrups, or 
some other typical accessory to 
the 
equipment of his mount? 
This ques­ 
tion has been asked time and again. 
“Tom” Welch places little credit in 
any of these details. 


Advantage in Method. 
Miller says he perches himself well 
up on a horse’s neck and rides with 
short stirrups because he has a great­ 
er leverage on the horse’s head and 
can guide him more perfectly. 
”1 can feel the temper of the horse 
through his mouth when I have a stiff 
rein on him over his neck," said the 
jockey, 
“lf I were to ride in the old 
fashioned English seat the horse’s 
head would get away from me, and 
the chances are that I would miss 
some good opportunities in the race 
to gain distance.” 
It was Tod Sloan who originated 
the idea of riding forward. 
Possibly 
Miller carries it more to an extreme 
than some jockeys, but he is light, 
strong and has perfect confidence in 
himself. 
For two years there 
has 
been 
great 
rivalry 
between 
Miller 
and 
Radtke. The latter has been less suc­ 
cessful, but is nevertheless considered 
to be one of the best boys who ride 
professionally in the United States. 
Radtke is of different temperament 
than Miller. 
He is a somewhat fiery 
little chap and rather self-willed. His 
sharp replies earned him punishment 
in 1906, but this year he has exer­ 
cised better control over himself and 
fewer words of caution have had to be 
administered to him. 
He is consid­ 
ered to be very clever in making 
a strong finish. 
Like Miller, he is 
possessed of much physical power in 
his arms, and when a horse is tiring 
In the last strides of a hard-fought 
race, Radtke fairly lifts him along, as 
he holds up his head and gives him 
encouragement to 
make the 
three 
or four final leaps that may win a 
stake worth thousands of dollars. 


Good Judges of Pace. 
Koerner and E. 
Bugan 
are 
two 
clever lightweights who are skilful in 
judging pace and placing their horses 
to good advantage in a field of many 
starters. 
Both are able to rate the 
speed at which they are moving by 
constant association of intervals 
of 


posts are heavier, 
They usually Had 
little trouble in obtaining employment. 
A number of them are 
abroad 
this 
year. 
There is “Danny” Maher, for 
instance, in England. He is one of the 
hest American jockeys who ever left 
his native 
land to ride 
for 
foreign 
stables. 
He has been phenomenally 
successful in England—so 
much 
so 
that the richest owners are eager to 
obtain him. 
He is riding his second 
season for Lord Derby. 
Maher is the 
only jockey now riding who has won 
three English derbies. 
Of itself that is 
a feat of sufficient importance to estab­ 
lish his reputation in the turf world. 
It is estimated that he will earn $50,- 
000 in the saddle this year. 
He com­ 
mands a high price, and owners are 
as willing to pay it to him as they are 
to Miller, for they know that they are 
securing a competent boy and one 
upon whom every reliance 
may 
be 
placed. 


Other Successful Jockeys. 
Lucien Lyne, a jockey much ad­ 
mired in New York when he was in 
the heydey of his success, is riding in 
England. Possibly his earnings will 
amount to $15,000. 
The English turf­ 
men are willing to pay handsomely a 
smart American boy. 
“Fred” 
Taral, 
whom 
everybody 
knows in America who knows about 
race horses, has been riding in Austria 
with remarkable success for the last 
three or four years, and is over there 
again. 
“Skeets” Martin rides in Hungary 
with a probable income of $15,000 for 
the-year, and “Tommy” Burns 
has 
been engaged by a German stable and 
is likely to receive not less than $15,- 
OOO for the season’s work. 
France has a fine lot of American 
jockeys, and all of them 
fairly suc­ 
cessful. 
Spencer is one. Turner an­ 
other, and then 
there 
are 
Rausch, 
O’Connor. “Johnny” Reiff, Cormack. 
Henry. Shields, McIntyre and Wiley. 


Prizes of Success. 
The successful jockey who likes to 
see his reflection in mirrors, who rev­ 
els in the girls and is fascinated by 
the glare of the myriad lamps that 
burn after dark. will not lack of hos­ 
pitality. 
There 
will be 
a 
hundred 
hosts to entertain him every night if 
he but says the word. 
The bell of a well-known trainer’* 
cottage at Sheepshead bay rang tim­ 
orously. and the trainer went to the 
door. 
A mite of a boy with his cap 
dangling from his fingers looked side­ 
long at the man and said: 
“I d like to 
see Mr. Flanner." 
“I’m Mr. Flanner,” was the reply. 
“What is it. son?” 
“Please, sir. I’d like to get a position 
with you as jockey. 
My folks will let 
me.” 
“Do you know what you will hare 
to do?” said the trainer. 
“You will 
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time with the distance posts on the 
track. 
There 
have 
been 
harness 
horse drivers who were able to tell 
almost to the fraction of a second 
the speed at which they were driving. 
So it is with some of 
the jockeys. 
Constant devotion to their work has 
enabled them to gather relative ideas 
of time and motion, and it is a great 
aid to a jockey to be able so to rate 
his horse as to have some reserve 
strength and power left for the finish. 


Heavyweights Go Abroad. 
Lightweight Jockeys 
are so 
much 
more in demand in the United States 
than they are abroad that it is usually 
gt matter of but a few years before the 
poor wight gives up in despair, as he 
finds that nature has insisted upon im­ 
posing more flesh over his skeleton 
than he can possibly rid himself of. 
When that happens many of the best 
American jockeys go to the tracks of 
foreign land*, where the weight tm- 
) 
- 
‘ 
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have to leave your home, come to the 
track to live, and for a long, long time 
you will have to be just a stable boy 
getting up very early in the morning 
and riding horse# and 
doing 
other 
things that are necessary about a rac 
ing stable.” 
“Yes, sir. I’ll do it. I want to earn 
a lot of money and be as rich as Wal 
tor Miller.” 
“All right, my boy; give me your, 
name and I will send for you at the 
first vacancy.” 
“Are there many such?” was asked 
the trainer. 
"Many? 
PII bet that a day doesn' 
go by that I don't have a call from 
some youngster who wants to be 
second Miller. I get letters by alm on 
every mail asking for places in my 
nimble, and I know that lads run away 
from school to come and loiter around 
the horses. 
When I find the latter 
kind I send them home with a little 
good Advice.” 


A peep behind the scenes is always 
interesting, and when we see diverse 
and remote regions of the world pour­ 
ing their treasures of bird life Into 
our country a desire is awakened to 
know by what means this is accom­ 
plished. 
In some cases the method is as old 
as the history of maritime commerce. 
From the time when vessels began to 
make voyages to other countries sail­ 
ors have brought back trophies of 
various sorts, including specimens of 
the fauna of distant lands. 
Some 
birds are still thus brought in and are 
bought by dealers in the various ports 
of entry. 
This method, somewhat systema­ 
tized, prevails at San Francisco, where 
the trade, temporarily suspended by 
the earthquake and fire. is now be­ 
ginning to revive. 
Supplies are here 
obtained from the crews of steamers 
coming from China and Japan, who 
make a regular business of transport­ 
ing cage birds, usually under an ar­ 
rangement with the steamship com­ 
panies by which they are employed 
whereby freight Is paid out of the 
proceeds of sales. The birds thus im­ 
ported are considerable in number, 
but few in species, being mainly Java 
sparrows, diamond sparrows, Chinese 
mockingbirds, 
and 
other 
common 
kinds. 
But most of the birds imported are 
secured 
by more highly organized 
methods. 
Several of the leading im­ 
porters maintain forces of men to se­ 
cure the desired birds either in their 
native haunts or in European ports to 
which they are brought by the agents 
of other importers. 
Parrots are generally taken while 
still in the nest. 
During the nesting 
season the leading American houses 
send men to Cuba. Mexico or South 
America to obtain stock. 
Headquar­ 
ters are established by these agents 
at some point convenient to the par­ 
rot country and natives are employed 
to secure the young birds, which are 
forwarded to the United States in 
periodical shipments. 
Agents have 
sometimes been sent from this coun­ 
try to Africa to secure supplies of the 
favorite African gray parrot, but these 
are usually obtained in European ports 
from vessels arriving with supplies for 
the large European houses. 
Small birds, other than canaries. 
are generally captured with nets. Ex­ 
pert netters continually visit remote 
regions in the interest of wholesale 
houses of Hamburg, London, Liver­ 
pool and other large cities of Europe. 
Similar expeditions are 
dispatched 
from New York and Philadelphia to 
Cuba and Mexico and occasionally to 
more distant lands—even India; but 
the principal American houses main­ 
tain connections with establishments 
in Germany, through which their sup­ 
plies of old world and South American 
birds are more commonly procured. 
Canaries are obtained by agents 
who 
visit 
breeders 
in 
the 
Harz 
mountains, the Tyrol aud other parts 
of Europe. 
A few, however, are. im­ 
ported at San Francisco from breed­ 
ers in China and Japan. 
Most of the small birds received 
from Africa and Australia are shipped 
in large boxes especially prepared for 
the purpose. 
These boxes are of dif­ 
ferent sizes and accommodate from 
one to 125 or 150 birds, according to 
size of box or of birds shipped. Shell 
parrakeets are sent from Australia in 
especially large boxes, sometimes a9 
many as 500 making the journey in a 
single box. 
The birds so shipped are 
of a peaceable disposition and may he 
caged together without fear of their 
injuring one another; but some birds, 
such as bullfinches, goldfinches and 
male canaries, are quarrelsome, and 
each bird has to be placed in a sepa­ 
rate cage. 
Canaries 
are 
confined 
in 
small 
wicker cages, seven of which are 
strung on a stick, constituting what is 
technically known as a ran. 
When 


shipped across the ocean these rows 
are crated and a linen or burlap sack 
specially made for the purpose is 
placed about each crate. A crate uau 
ally contains 33 rows. To paraphrase 
the old riddle—every sack has 33 rows, 
every row has seven cages, every cage 
has one canary (or sometimes two if 
the occupants are the more peaceable 
females). Often more than two dozen 
crates are shipped In one consign 
ment. 
Each of these must be opened 
every day of the voyage, every row re­ 
moved and food and water placed in 
the cages. In this daily re-crating the 
rows are rearranged so that the bene­ 
fits of outside positions may be more 
evenly distributed among the birds. 
On arrival in port consignments of 
birds (which pay no duty) are entered 
at the custom house under permit from 
the department of agriculture, usually 
secured in advance by the importer. 
It is the aim of the importer to sell 
his stock as quickly as possible, to 
diminish his losses by death and so 
increase his profit. 
It is estimated 
that the mortality en route and in the 
store among some of the more delicate 
species of birds, such 
as 
African 
finches, may reach 14 per cent. 
Zoological parks and aviaries are 
usually supplied direct by the im­ 
porters, but the general 
public is 
reached by way of the retailer. Many 
small birds are scattered over the 
country, and some of the large depart­ 
ment stores have added birds to th© 
great variety of merchandise they 
handle. 
Small 
consignments 
ar© 
shipped to retail dealers by express 
(at double rates). 
In the cages or 
boxes are placed water and food suffi­ 
cient to last until arrival at detina- 
tion. 
Sometimes, when the distances 
are unusually long, the express mes­ 
sengers supply fresh water and food 
en route, and large consignments ar© 
often accompanied by agents of the 
importers. 
Several of the principal 
importers have branch establishments 
at various points, such as New Or­ 
leans, Chicago and 
San Francisco, 
which fill western orders. 
While retailers do more or less bus­ 
iness during the entire year, three 
well defined seasons are established. 
In February canaries begin to breed, 
and for the first two or three months 
of the year the trade in breeding 
canaries, especially females, is brisk. 
About the time it subsides the first 
shipments of young parrots arrive 
from Cuba and Mexico. These at once 
take the stage and hold it until the 
middle of August, when it is no longer 
possible to secure young birds. 
In­ 
terest then turns chiefly to singing 
canaries and the many other small 
cage birds that are imported. 
Th© 
sale for these grows greater and 
greater and reaches its maximum by 
Christmastide, after which it abruptly 
declines. Many dealers probably make 
more sales in December than during 
all the rest of the year. In the Christ­ 
mas season of 1903 one Philadelphia 
department store sold 4,000 canaries, 
besides other cage birds. 
From the character of the demand 
for cage birds it is evident that the 
retail trade is, as a rule, not enough 
by itself to yield a profitable income. 
It is usually, therefore, combined with 
some trade of an allied nature. In re­ 
tail bird stores one may usually find 
fowls of various kinds, pheasants, 
dogs, monkeys, squirrels, white mice, 
guinea pigs, goldfish and even lizards 
and snakes. 
The sale of food and 
cages also constitutes an Item. 
During the year ending June 30, 
1906, more than 200 species of cage 
birds were imported into the United 
States. 
These comprised canaries, 
parrots (under which term we may 
include parrakeets, cockatoos, macaws 
and lories). European birds, Oriental 
birds, African birds, Australian birde 
and a few South American, Mexican 
and Cuban birds.

dogs, monkeys, squirrels, white mice, 
guinea pigs, goldfish and even lizards 
and snakes.

GREAT BALLOON RACE NEAR END 


I'nlted States" Believed to Be Winner, 


Germany a Close Second. 


St. Louis, Oct. 22.—The beginning of 


the end of the 
greatest 
ballooning 


race ever held In America, the second 
contest for the international 
aeron- 


autic cup, was 'signaled tonight by 
the landing of the American balloon 
United States ai a point twelve miles 
south of Hamilton, Ont., 
near 
the 


shores of Lake Ontario. 


The United States is

to 


have held the lead in the race at the 
time of landing, and in its 2fi hours of 
flight from St. Louis had covered :L 
distance of approximately 700 miles, 
measilred in an uir line.

The pilot of the balloon Is Major

Drummer Describes Wonderful Mach- 


ine Now Operating Hear Cheeotab. 
W O Cauthon who travels for the 


Continental Machine company, was in 
Ada today, and Interestingly described 
to a News representative a marvelous, 
cotton picking machine which he saw 
in full operation the other day near 
Checotah 


It was at work In a 500 acre field 


and was picking clean nine acres a 
day 
The machine straddles the row, 


and by means of Innumerable steel fin- 
gers twists out every bit of cotton open

A peep behind the scenes Is alwa? s 


Interesting, and when we see diverse 
and remote regions of the world pour 
Ing their trejsmes of bird life Into 
our country a desire is awakened to 
know by what means this Is accom 
pllshed 


In some cases the method Is as old 


aa the history of maritime commerce 
From the time when vessels began to 
make voyages to other countries sail 
ors ha%e brought back trophies of 
various sorts, including specimens of 
the fauna of distant lands 
Some 


birds are still thus brought In and are 
bought by dealers in tbe vatlous ports 
of entry 


This method, somewhat systema 


tlzed, prevails at San Francisco, where 
the trade, temporarily suspended by 
the earthquake and fire is now be 
ginning to revive 
Supplies are here 


obtained from tbe crews of steamers 
coming from China and Japan, who 
make a regular business of transport- 
ing cage birds, usually under an ar- 
rangement witb tbe steamship com 
panles by which they are employed 
whereby freight Is paid out of the 
proceeds of sales The birds thus im 
ported are considerable in number 
but few In species being mainly Java 
sparrows, diamond sparrows Chinese 
mockingbirds, 
and 
other 
common 


kinds 


But most of the birds Imparted are 


secured by more 
highly organized 


methods 
Several of the leading im 


porters maintain forces of men to se 
cure the desired birds either Jn their 
natite haunts or in European ports to 
which the% are brought by the agents 
of other importers 


Parrots are generally taken while 


still in the nest 
During the nesting 


season the leading American bouses 
send men to Cuba, Mexico or South 
America to obtain stock 
Headquar 


ters are established b> these agents 
at some point convenient to the par 
rot country and natives are employed 
to secure the young birds, which are 
forwarded to the United States In 
periodical shipments 
Agents have 


sometimes been sent from this coun 
try to Africa to secure supplies of the 
favorite African gray parrot, but these 
are usually obtained In European ports 
from vessels arriving with supplies for 
the large European houses 


Smalt birds, other than canaries 


are generally.captured witb nets Ex 
pert netters continually visit remote 
regions In the Interest of wholesale 
bouses of Hamburg London, Liver 
pool and other large cities of Europe 
Similar expeditions are dispatched 
from New York and Philadelphia to 
Cuba and Mexico aad occasionally to 
more distant lands—even India, but 
tbe principal American bouses main' 
tain connections with establishments 
in Germany, through which tbelr sup 
piles of old world and South American 
birds are more commonly procured

A few, however, are Im- 


ported at San Francisco from breed

Most of the small birds received 


From Africa and Australia are shipped 
in large boxes especially prepared for 
the purpose 
These boxes are of dlf 


ferent sizes and accommodate 
from 


one to 125 or 160 birds, according to 
size of box or of birds shipped 
Shell 


pairakeets are sent from Australia in 
especially large boxes, sometimes as 
many as 600 makUig the journey In a 
single box 
The birds so shipped are 


of a peaceable disposition and may be 
caged together without fear of their 
njurlng one another, but some birds 
•ucb as bullfinches, goldfinches and 
diale canaries, are quarrelsome, and 
•acb bird bas to be placed In a lepa 
rate cage

•Icker cages, seven of which are 
strung on a stick, constituting what Is 
technically known as a raw, Win* I 


shipped across tbe ocean these rows 
are crated and a linen or builap sack 
specially made for the purpose la 
placed about each crate 
A crate usu 


ally contains 33 rows 
To paraphrase 


tbe old riddle—everv sack has 33 rows, 
ei ery row has seven cages, every cage 
has one canary (or sometimes two if 
the occupants are the more peaceable 
females) 
Often more than two dozen 


crates are shipped in one consign 
ment 
Each of these must be opened 


every day of the voyage, every row re- 
moved and food and water placed in 
the cages 
In this dally re-craticg tbe 


rows are rearranged so that the bene- 
fits of outside positions may be more 
evenly distributed among the birds 


On arrival In port consignments of 


birds (which pay no duty) are entered 
at tbe custom bouse under permit from 
the department of agriculture, usually 
secured in advance by tbe Importer 


It is the aim of the Importer to sell 


his stock as quickly as possible, to 
diminish his losses by death and so 
Increase big profit 
It Is estimated 


tbat the mortality en route and In tbe 
store among some of the more dellcata 
species of birds, such as African 
finches, may reach 14 per cent 


Zoological parks and aviaries are 


usually supplied direct by the Im- 
porters, but the genera) public Is 
reached by way of the retailer 
Many 


small birds are scattered over tbe 
country and some of the large depart 
ment stores have added birds to tbe 
great variety of merchandise 
they 


handle 
Small 
consignments 
are 


shipped to retail dealers by express 
(at double rates) 
In the cages or 


boxes are placed Rater and food suffi- 
cient to last until arrival at detlna- 
tlon 
Sometimes, when tbe distances 


are unusually long, the express mes- 
sengers supply fiesh water and food 
en route, and large consignments are 
often accompanied by agents of tbe 
Importers 
Se>eral of tbe principal 


importers have branch establishments 
at various points, such as New Or- 
leans, Chicago and San Francisco, 
which fill western orders 


\Vhlle retailers do more or less bus- 


iness during the entire >ear, three) 
well defined seasons are established. 
In February canaries begin to breed, 
and for tbe first two or tbree months 
of the year tbe trade In breeding 
canaries, especially females, is brisk 
About tbe time It subsides the first 
shipments of joung parrots arrive 
from Cuba and Mexico These at once 
take the stage and bold It until tbe 
middle of August, when It is no longer 
possible to secure young birds 
In- 


terest then turns chiefly to singing 
canaries and the many other small 
cage birds tbat are imported 
Tbe 


sale for these grows greater and 
greater aad reaches Its maximum" by 
Chrlstmostide, after which It abruptly 
declines 
Many dealers probably make 


more sales In December than during 
all tbe rest of the year 
In the Christ- 


mas season of 1905 one Philadelphia 
department store sold 4,000 canaries, 
besides other cage birds 


From tbe character of tbe demand 


for cage birds It Is evident tbat the 
retail trade Is, as a rule, not enough 
by itself to yield a profitable Income 
It is usually, therefore, combined witb, 
some trade of an allied nature 
In re- 


tail bird stores one may usually find 
fowls of various kinds, pheasants, 
dogs, monkeys, squirrels, white mice, 
guinea pigs, goldfish and even lizards 
and snakes. 
The sale of food and 


cages also constitutes an Item. 


During the year ending June SO, 


1906, 
more than 200 species of cage 


birds were Imported Into tbe United 
States. 
"These comprised canaries, 


parrots (under which term we may 
Include parrakeeta, cockatoos, macaw* 
and lories). European birds, Orient*) 
birds, African bird*. Australian bird* 
and a few South American, Mexico*: 
and Cuban birds. 
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
